months sentence. 
Costello disappointed a crowd of 
about 200 persons waiting at 
the 
court house main entrance by en­ 
tering through a side doorway. 
He was .smiling and appeared un­ 
disturbed. He shook hands am i­ 
ably with several reporters he re­ 
cognized, but amiably declined to 
comment on how he 
felt 
about 
going to jail for the first time 
since serving a short term on 
a 
gun-carrying charge in 1951.

L. O. Gant, Regis­ 
tra r of Northern Michigan College 
of Education, has sum m arized pet 
tinent provisions of the new G. I. 
Bill of Rights, known as P. L. 
550. This summ ary pertains only 
to educational benefits 
provided, 
and is as follows: 
1. The act provides benefits for 
veterans who have served 90 days 
or m ore in the arm ed forces of 
the United States since June 27, 
1952. 
2. Education provisions allow a 
veteran I % days of college training 
for each day in .service after the 
outbreak of the Korean fighting- 
regardless of where service was 
perform ed—up to a m axim um 
of 
thirty-six months. However, vet­ 
erans who have previously trained 
under World War II G. I. Bill and 
Public Laws 116 and 894, m ay get 
up to a total of 48 months, minus 
whatever time they have already 
spent in 
training 
under 
earlier 
program s. 
Education Program 
3. The 
program 
of 
education 
m ust be initiated by 
August 
20, 
1954, or two years after discharge, 
whichever is later, and m ust be 
completed within seven years after 
discharge. 
4. A veteran is perm itted only 
one change in program, and that 
change m ust be approved by the 
Adm inistrator of Veterans’ Affairs.

paid tuition fees and other costs

paid a monthly subsistence allow­ 
ance to the veteran.

Construction O f Bridge Across 
Straits Is Nearer To Reality 


/""NNC'E upon a tim e officials of the State 
of Michigan thought so little of the 
area that is now known 
as 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula that they moaned and groaned 
for days when the Upper Peninsula was 
thrust upon the State of Michigan as a 
sort of consolation award 
when 
Toledo 
was given to the State of Ohio. 
We could not help but recall that inci­ 
dent yesterday w hen officials of the Re­ 
construction 
Finance 
Corporation 
met 
with the Straits of Mackinac Bridge A u­ 
thority to discuss a possible RFC loan to 
finance the bridge between the two penin­ 
sulas of Michigan. 
The RFC boys asked 
many 
questions 
about the Upper Peninsula of Michigan 
after which they 
expressed 
preliminary 
belief that the area had more than enough 
possibilities to w a rra n t the bridge project. 
We are happy to learn, of course, that 
economic experts do not regard the Upper 
Peninsula as a wasteland. We certainly do 
not believe, however, that the importance 
of the Straits of Mackinac bridge to the

epH E Truman landslide which completely 
buried Dewey in 1948 also covered to 
the chin the country’s top pollsters, 
the 
fellow's who find out what everyone is go­ 
ing to do before he does it. 
Some of them lost a lot of buisness as a 
result of having picked Dewey as a shoo- 
in. But they had company, and with so 
many people having been so wrong it was 
a case of forgive and forget.

The 
Straits of Mackinac bridge has tremendous 
value to those of us who live north of the 
Straits, to be sure, but it also has great 
value to the Lower Peninsula of M ichi­ 
gan as well. And we think that the Lower 
Peninsula also has more than enough pos­ 
sibilities to w arrant the bridge project. 
We are greatly encouraged by the de­ 
velopments in the bridge project. 
There 
has been talk of this bridge for years and 
years—but simply talk. Now' for the first 
time it appears that something is being 
done about it. 
Prentiss M, Brown, chairman 
of 
the 
bridge authority and himself a native of 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula, said yester­ 
day that the bridge will become a reality 
within a couple of years, ’‘barring an all- 
out war.” That means then that the project 
will be approved before too long, plans 
drawn and construction 
started. 
It 
will 
take several years to build the bridge, ac­ 
cording to the experts. 
And when tne bridge is finally realized, 
the Upper Peninsula of Michigan and the 
Lower Peninsula of Michigan will

He is not, however, sticking his neck 
out on any important decisions until aftei 
consulting his “general staff.’ He has sur­ 
rounded himself w'ith some of the best 
professional GOP politicians in the busi­ 
ness, and he is leaning heavily on their 
advice. Politics, he has concluded, 
is 
no 
game for amateurs. 
COMMUNIST DRIVE IN AMERICAS 
While the U. S. A. is engrossed in dom­ 
estic politics, some significant and differ­ 
ent kind of politics is taking place below 
the Rio Grande. The Kremlin is sending 
its toughest ambassador and skilled sabo­ 
teur to direct a new drive to win over 
Latin America. 
He is Vasily Y. Yerofeev, who replaces 
career Russian diplomat Noicholas Gorel­ 
kin as ambassador to Uruguay. 
His 
ap­ 
pointment marks a 
new 
and 
important 
shift in Kremlin policy. 
The fact that Ambassador Yerofeev is 
being stationed in Uruguay is due to that 
country’s being one of only four south-oi- 
the-border republics which 
still 
retain 
formal relations with the

Union. 
The others are Argentina, 
Mexico 
and 
Guatemala. Brazil, Chile, Cuba and Vene­ 
zuela have all severed diplomatic ties with 
Moscow'. 
A few years ago, Mexico and Cuba were 
the Western Hemisphere’s 
most 
active 
centers of Communist propaganda. 
Con­ 
trol of organized labor in both countries 
was in the hands of Reds or faithful par­ 
ty-liners, while the Commies always had 
strategically placed 
friends 
inside 
the 
Cuban and Mexican governments. 
Moreover, local Commies could count on 
liberal help from the large staffs and fat 
buogets of the Soviet embassies in Havana 
and Mexico City. But, as the cold war

type oi behavior is Robert Louis Steven­ 
son's “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 
Schizopnrciua cannot be applied to the 
conflicting impulses for 
good 
and 
evil 
which affect practically all normal people, 
■lins is not insanity. It is only when a per­ 
son acts like tw'o people, one good and one 
bad, that mental disease is said to exist. 
Auothei name fox tins serious 
mental 
nisease is dementia praecox. By whatever 
name called, however, this is one of our 
big mental problems. Even now, howevex, 
the cause for the development of schizo­ 
phrenia is not known. 
It is most likely to start 
between

ages of 1.1 and 30. At first disorderliness 
m d lack of cleanliness may be the only 
• igns. Many victims also become unduly 
auspicious and feel that they 
are 
being 
persecuted. 
A" time. goes on, hearing or seeing ob­ 
ject

changes 
in 
thinking and judgment, stealing and other 


alterations in behavior tend to arise. It is 
a distressing thing to family and friends. 
E. D. M. recently asked a question which 
should be answ'ered. He wants to know’ if 
schizophrenia can be detected by an X-ra.> 
of the skull. The answer to this is "no.” 
He also asks how' one can treat a person 
who objects 
to 
medical 
attention, 
but 
shows signs of the disease. The answer to 
this is that the person must somehow be 
examined by a psychiatrist, 
and 
if 
this 
mental disease is really present in a suffi­ 
ciently severe form, the 
courst 
can 
be 
asked to commit the patient to an insti­ 
tution. 
This is not the only form of mental dis­ 
ease, but it is surely one of the most im­ 
pel taut. Sometimes the coming of the con­ 
ditions can be recognized belore it is fully 
established. 
It is encouraging that 
many 
sutlerei 
from this form of 
mental 
disease 
have 
been Helped and in some cases cured bv 
electric shock treatments. In some, 
also 
an operation on the brain has brought good 
results. 
All should remem ber that this, as well 
as other forms of mental disease, is no dis­ 
grace; the sufferer from mental illness has 
no more tried to become ill in thi'- m an­ 
ner than someone tries to get a 
biogen 
bone

During the low w ater stages, man w ept 
closer to 
the 
water, 
building 
cottages, 
tourist cabins, docks, and channels. Now' 
the water is nearing an all-time high, man 
has beer* forced 
back 
and 
nature 
is 
knocking down his buildings and washing 
out his channels. 
While driving down M-35 along the 
bay shore recently we saw an example 
of this at Misery Bay. A cottage built too 
close to the shore tilted craslly over the 
bank the waves had cut beneath it. 
The cottage had been abandoned, w in­ 
dows and doors removed, and it appeared 
that man was salvaging the building m a­ 
terials before 
they 
were 
engulfed 
nu 
A utum n storms. 


CLEAN-UP ACTION—High water and 
w ave action is materially changing 
the 
G reat Lakes shoreline in many places. 
The waves have scoured sand beaches 
out of what were reedy swales a few years 
ago; big trees more than a half-century 
old have been undermined to topple into 
the water; and in many places rotting logs 
lifted from their bed 
by 
higher 
water 
have been thrown 
out 
along 
the 
new 
shorelines. 
Nature 
has 
away 
of 
cleaning 
its 
waters of the mess men make of them. 
Example is the 
cattail 
covered 
shore 
(once a clean sand beach) from Ludington 
P ark beach south in the city of Escanaba. 
These rushes took root and multiplied 
into a choking mass of vegetation when 
the city ran raw sewage into the bay. This 
enriched the soil for the unsightly growth. 
Although the dumping of raw sewage 
in the bay has been halted for many 
years, the rushes continued to flourish 
during the low water stage. 


OUT GOES THE DIRT—Now the water 
is high and wave action is strengthened 
iii the shallows, the cattails along with ^ 
the layer of muck in which they lived rn 
being torn apart and drifted away. 
Louis Kintxiger of 1017 Lake Shore 
Drive tells me that has observed float­ 
ing islands of loosened cattails, together 
with their root maas, drifting out into 
the bay with an offshore wind. 
On one such floating 
island 
a 
blue 
heron stood, taking a free ride with the 
wind. 
Farther out the mass of vegetation and 
debris will be broken up by the waves. 
Nature is “cleaning house” and 
if 
the 
high water continues for another year or 
so Hie bay will restore a once beautiful 
sand beach. 


THE SCOURING PAD—Like a efficient 
housewife, nature employes a variety of 
tools in its clean-up work. 
When winter forms an 
icy 
coating 
across the waters of the northern Great 
Lakes it will provide 
nature 
with 
a 
giant scouring pad to be used in the 
powerful hands of the wind 
and 
the 
waves. 
The ice will fasten itself about the reeds 
and logs and cattails along the shore, and 
under the push of the wind will carry 
them out to deposit them in deeper water. 
Cakes of crumbling ice will push and 
shove along the shore, grinding down de­ 
bris-catching 
obstructions, 
scouring 
lo 
new cleanliness many miles of beaches. 


IN COMING YEARS—The water 
will 
dcv me, perhaps begining this month, and 
it will leave a 
shoreline 
changed—but 
fresh and clean and again ready to re­ 
ceive man s offerings of beer cans, broken 
glass, and other rubbish. 
But for a time ai least man will find 
enjoyment In wide reaches of water- 
swept shore formed by nature during 
the high water period. 
Then man will 
forget, 
through 
long 
years, the lesson of 1951-52 and encroach 
once more with his docks, his cottages and 
channels. In some future 
time—perhaps 
the year 2000— man will again be shocked 
by tile rising lake levels and the "destruc­ 
tive” ways of nature.

The Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion (FDA) had been faced with 
deciding about future use of the 
drug as a result of serious blood 
disorders, some of them fatal re­ 
cently noted among people treated 
with the medicine. 
There was even talk of a possible 
ban on the drug which, since 1949, 
has been used in more than eight 
million cases. It has been credited 
with saving thousands of lives from 
serious infections such as typhoid 
fever, Rocky Mountain spotted fe­ 
ver, undulant fever, epidemic ty­ 
phus, “ scrub” typhus, certainpneu- 
monias and urinary tract infec­ 
tions. It is medicine’s only known 
cure for typhoid. 
Label Lists Hazards 
But 
yesterday, 
the 
FDA 
an­ 
nounced its decision to permit the 
drug to remain on the market “ un­ 
der revised labeling that will cau­ 
tion physicians explicitly against 
its indiscriminate use.” Packages 
of the drug will also contain infor­ 
mation spelling out potential blood- 
disorder hazards from “ prolonged 
or intermittent use” and calling for 
“ adequate blood studies under such 
use.” It can be obtained only on a 
doctor’s prescription. 
The FDA said its decision was 
based on the findings and recom­ 
mendations of a special committee 
of top scientists in the field of 
blood studies and internal medi­ 
cine appointed by the National Re­ 
search Council at FDA’s request. 
Parke Davis and Company of De­ 
troit, sole manufacturers of Chloro­ 
mycetin, said in a statement: 
'“ Studies show that blood disor­ 
ders may be associated with inter­ 
mittent and prolonged use not only 
of this antibiotic (Chloromycetin) 
but of other drugs, in which case 
adequate blood studies should be 
m ade.”

A young wife is likely to retain

band, as it has disturbed the man 
who wrote: 
(Q) “I have been married for 
eight months and my wife and I 
are very much in love with each 
other. But I am disturbed that 
my wife seems too attached to 
her family. This has made me 
feel that I have not given her 
fnH happiness. I feel that her 
happiness is complete only when 
she is in close contact with her 
folks. I am very fond of her 
folks but her attachment has up­ 
set me. Am I being foolish or 
Jealous, or have I a right to feel 
this way?” 
(A) If a woman is devoted to 
her family, a most commendable 
thing, you can’t expect her to 
sever all family ties because she 
marries. It will take your wife 
some time to get adjusted to liv­ 
ing away from the parental roof 
End to standing on her own feet. 
Don’t be jealous. The love a 
person has for parents and broth­ 
ers and sisters is very 
different 
from the love she has for a hus­ 
band. Only if your wife shows that 
.‘he prefers her family to you have 
you any cause for concern. 
Try gradually to wean your wife 
away from her dependency on her 
family 
for 
companionship and 
happiness. Get her interested in 
civic affairs and in running your 
home. If, in time, you 
have 
a 
family, your wife will be so busy 
that she will not have time to be 
’onely. 
Now, as a bride, she has plenty 
of time and not much to do. As a 
result she goes home to her fam i­ 
ly while you are at work and when 
•he feels lonely. This is all right 
low but try to discourage it from 
leveloping into a habit. 
Do this by suggesting 
errands 
or you and the house during the 
lay, plans to do things with her 
riends, and some work for the 
•hurch or the community. Never 
et her see that you resent the time 
■;he spends with her family. This 
is likely to cause hard feelings on 
their part and bring a rift in your 
relationship with them.

FRONT ROYAL, Va. W — A 
young electrician went back on the 
witness stand today to plead his 
case for $25,000 damages on the 
contention his wife was operated 
on without his consent. 
Jam es E. Williams told the W ar 
ren County Circuit Court vester- 
>day 
that 
he 
is 
still 
“suffering 
pain” from the knowledge that his 
23-year-old wife, Ella, underwent a 
sterilization operation. 
Babies Too Expensive 
The operation was performed at 
the time M rs. Williams gave birth 
to their third child on Sept. 9. 1950 
The operating surgeon was Dr 
Lyle J. Hansbrough of Front Roy­ 
al. He has said he operated at the 
request of the Williamses, who, he 
said, told him they couldn’t afford 
any more children. 
Williams declared at yesterday’s 
opening court session in this Blue 
Ridge M ountain town that he nev­ 
er agreed to the operation. He said 
he did not w ant his wife to become 
“ barren,” and insisted the opera­ 
tion was undertaken without his 
knowledge or consent. 
Fourth Child Born 
Despite the operation, Mrs. Wil­ 
liam 
gave~T>irth to a fourth child 
last month. 
(In sterilization operations, sur­ 
gical knots are tied around the 
fallopian tubes to prevent the eggs 
from passing into the uterus where 
fertilization m ay take place. 
(Medical authorities explain that 
in rare instances the knots become 
unloosened and conception is again 
a possibility). 
Williams said his wife consented 
to the operation under the m istak­ 
en belief th a t he had approved it.

A recent survey by A m erican 
engineers showed that the A ppian 
Way is in better condition th an 
m any 
m odern 
highw ays 
and 
streets. In other parts of the a n ­ 
cient Rom an em pire traces of once 
fine roads can be found — from 
Britain's Scottish border to Egypt 
and Syria. 
Painstaking Construction 
T he Rom an roads ow ned m uch 
of their longevity and quality to 
careful, painstaking 
construction 
and to the engineering principle of 
building extrem ely 
deep, 
heavy 
foundations. Some of the roads are 
m ore than 40 inches from their 
base of large, hand-laid and fitted 
stones to the top of the pavem ent. 
M odern roads, built to w ithstand 
the heaviest truck traffic, som e­ 
tim es have b u ilt-u p foundations as I 
deep at 36 inches. But the deep 
foundation of the Rom an and the 
latest h eav y -d u ty highw ays was 
considered unnecessary for m any 
years. As late as 
1934 
so-called 
h eavy-duty highw ays consisted of 
little m ore than an eight to ten- 
inch concrete slab 
over 
packed 
subsoil. 
This was the principle of road- 
building advanced by the famous 
British highw ay engineer, 
John 
Loudon 
M cAdam 
(1756 - 1836), 
whose nam e has been adapted into 
the English language as m acadam j 
to describe the 
fam iliar 
tarred 
gravel or blacktop road surface. 
W aterproof Pavem ent 
M cAdam reasoned that the deep I 
foundations laid at great expense j 
by the Romans w ere unnecessary if I 
a com paratively 
thin 
layer 
of 
pavem ent w aterproofed the su b ­ 
soil upon which it was built. The 
reasoning held true until the a u ­ 
tom otive 
age 
brought highw ay 
pounding never dream ed 
of 
by 
either the ancient Rom ans or Mc­ 
A dam . 
B reakup of thin pavem ents un­ 
d er heavy traffic 
led 
engineers 
back to the Rom an theories. But 
now great m achines do everything 
fr o m basic excavation 
to 
final 
finishing. In R om an 
tim es 
the 
work was done by 
hand, 
w ith 
slave and m ilitary labor. F o u n d a ­ 
tion and surface 
paving 
blocks 
w ere laboriously fitted together. 
It would probably 
cost 
m ore 
than $500,000 a mile to reproduce 
th e h an d -b u ilt R om an road today, 
w hile the m odern concrete eq u iv a­ 
lent, a m achine m ade heavy duty 
tw o -lan e highway, costs from S60,- 
000 to $100,000 per mile. 
Som e Undesirable Features 
T he excellent basic construction 
principles of the R om an roads are 
retu rn in g to use. but other features 
w ould rule the ancient highw ays 
out for m odern traffic. Because 
they w ere used largely 
by 
foot 
soldiers and com paratively slow 
m oving wagons and chariots, some 
grades w ere 
ex trem ely 
steep— 
m uch too steep for easy negotia­ 
tion by m odern w heeled vehicles. 
In addition, the R om an roads 
w ere crossed by stepping stones 
th a t left only n arro w tracks for 
the wheels of chariots o rwagons, 
and they H ere dotted with arches, 
or gates, just vxide enough for the 
vehicles of tile time. H orse-draw n 
w agons or chariots 
could 
move 
through these easily, 
but 
they 
would be next to im possible for 
high speed m otor traffic.
